The mine nower sunniy for convevors and other electrical 
equinnent is obtained from an American train with three vower 
reneratine units, sidetracked on the unner north side of the 
mine. Tt was in contimous oneration during source's intern« 
ment. “ransfornmers for the eonvevor helts are built where 
ever needed. This vower unit is nrnbably not used to generate 
electricity for Karninsk. 


Thirty locomotives, some Germizn and some American, are used 

hy the mine. Mn each of the first three levels, three or four 
locemotives are kent busy removing top surface. They leave 
the mine on a steen incline and rnn into a nearby woods to 
unload. The mine owns the rolling stock used in these oner- 
ations. 


Production: The vork,which is extensively mechanized,is done 


on three. levels: the ton three (each 18 to 20 maters hich) 


are concerned with surface renovel and the fourth with coal 
minine. Surface removal is eccommlished by American nower 
shovels, and the coal thus exnosed (average denth 1" maters) 
is orenvared for hlesting, After the blasting the coal is.

The mine uses very little of its own coal, only enough to one 
erete the 2C locomotives and the nower renerating train.
